Henry (Butch) O'Hare, 28-year-old 
Missourian, credited with assisting in 
the destruction of at least 6 enemy 
planes and his squadron leader, a 36- 
year-old native of Arkansas.

"The commander of Ihls test force 


reported that his entire squadron "at- 
tacked the enemy with determination 
and skill and deadly effect.

Protect Arkansas' Enormous 
Sour Gas Resource 
About ten days ago the Arkansas 


Oil and Gas commission shut down 
the Dorcheat, Macedonia and McKamie 
fields to determine bottom hole pres- 
sure and obtain other information for 
presentation to federal oil authorities. 


As these fields had been producing, 


over 50 million cubic feet of sour gas 
were being burned in flares each day. 
This is over one third of the estimated 
potential of about 120,000,000 cubic 
feet possible production. Sweetened 
and the cleaned gas being used for 
commercial and industrial purposes 
present an enormous opportunity to 
Arkansas for the production of in- 
dustrial power at a cost much less 
than from almost any other source, or 
in any other locality, except perhaps 
from one or two exceptionally fav- 
orable hydroelectric sites. 


Yet for some time this resource! 


has been wasted to the great detri- 
ment and damage of the best interests

of them are rapidly approaching the 
start of construction. With the two 
aluminum plants now under contract 
in the state and the other war indus- 
tries already being built or contem- 
pltUed, there is ample market in sight 
fofall of the power that can be pro- 
duced from this gas with due regard 
to 
proper 
conservation procedure. 


Definite estimates are that by-products 
from processing this gas will more 
than cover the cost of the sweeting 
operations. 


It scorns pretty well established 


that these fields are water-driven in- 
stead of gas driven, and the chops in 
pressure indicate that gas had been 
taken from the fields more rapidly 
than tile water drive would justify. 


There can be little question but 


what closer spacing of these wells 
than the present 640 acres will be nec- 
essary to produce enough gas for the 
industrial market which will soon be 
available, and every effort should be 
made to secure authority for such 
closer spacing as promptly as pos- 
sible in order to meet this need. 


Oil men generally concede that Ar- 


kansas has the best conservation law 
of any stale and that it is well ad- 
ministered by the present commis- 
sion. 
Under the existing law the 


commission unquestionably has full 
power and authority to so control 
the production of distillate and gas 
from these fields as to fully con- 
serve the best interests of the state, 
its citizens, the royalty owners and 
the producers. 


Should it become necessary to rigid- 


ly restrict, or even close in these 
pools until such time as plants are 
completed to process the gas and u 
market be available in Arkansas for 
the sweetened gas the commission 
should not hesitate to take such ac- 
tion. 


It is therefore to be hoped and ex- 


pected that when these fields are 
opened allowables will be set which 
will prevent waste and conserve this 
great natural asset which offers so 
promising an opportunity for the se- 
curing of new industries through an 
ample supply of power at unusually 
moderate costs. 


It is inconceivable that these fields 


should be permitted to ro-opcn until 
such time as the gas will not be 
wasted by being blown into the air 
or burned.

Jap Invasion 
Fleet Bombed 
by Australians 


However, Enemy 
Forces Land on 
New Guinea, 
Mandated Island 


MELBOURNE, Australia (/T>)— Jap- 


anese forces have effected landings 
at two places on the northeast coast 
of Australia-mandated New Guinea, 
under the guns of warships, despite 
strong resistance by Australian war- 
planes, the Air Ministery announced 
Monday. 


Direct hits were scored on vessels 


of the invasion armada but it was not 
immediately clear whether any of the 
ships were sunk. 


The first Japanese landing was ef- 


fected early Sunday morning at Sala- 
maua—which is just 400 miles by air 
northeast of the tip of Australia. 


The second landing was effected 


shortly afterwards at Lac, 35 miles 
north of Salarnaua, under cover of 
bombardment from Japanese cruisers 
and destroyers. 


Japanese bombers also were said to 


have aided in covering landing opera- 
tions. 


Soon after the Salamau landings 


Australian warplanes made daring low 
flying attacks on the vessels. Japanese 
aircraft attempted unsuccessfully to 
halt the attacks of the Australian 
raiders, all of which returned to 
base.

A New System 
for Volunteers 


Men With Depen- 
dents Can Get 4 
Monts Training 


Registrants for Selective Service, 


who have been deferred because of 
ependents but are otherwise eligible 
or military service, volunteering for 
fficer candidate training will be in- 
lucted into the Army through their 
ocal boards, it was announced Mon- 
lay by Brig Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
Jirector of Selective Service. 


Such volunteers, under a new-sys- 
em just authorized by the Secretary 
of War, will be given four months 
training in the ranks to determine if 
hey are potential prospects for com- 
missions. Any not recommended for 
an officer candidate school at the end 
of this period may request to be trans- 
'erred to the Enlisted Reserve, which 
means that he will return to civilian 
life and not be subject to call for act- 
ive service unless registrants having 
similar dependency claims are being 
called. 


Announcing procedure for the in- 


duction of Class III-A registrants who 
volunteer to try for a commission, 
General Hershey emphasized that they 
must be American citizens; also that 
local boards, at their discretion, may 
reject applications of any who shoulc 
be deferred as "necessary.men" in war 
production. Volunteers who are un- 
der 21 years of age must obtain the 
written consent of their parents or 
guardians, he pointed out. 


The first step to be taken by a Class 


III-A registrant desiring to vplunteer 
for officer candidate training, accord- 
ing to procedure outlined by Genera 
Hershey in a memorandum to Stat 
Directors, ' is to file with his loca 
board an "Application to Voluntee 
and Waiver of Dependency," whicl 
also must be signed by his depen 
dents.

Other economists and farm 
leaders assert the brakes in the price 
control bill would prevent such a 
catastrophe. 


The general public should be more 


concerned with the probable effect 
upon the total war effort. If the Bank- 
head move would seriously block 
the war drive then it should never 
go on the books. If, on the other hand, 
it would merely provide agriculture 
with a more equitable share of the 
national wealth, then it cannot be 
seriously opposed. 


Most important, nothing should be 


permitted that would in any way 
divide the country, group against 
group. The idea that city slickers are 
attempting to take bread from farm- 
ers' mouths or that the agricultural 
interests seek to boost living coss 
out of sight should be squelched. 


Anything bound to hinder the vic- 


tory drive is just as bad for farmers 
as for city wage earners. The forces 
battling ove the Bankhead amendment 
should at once settle on some cason- 
ablc compromise before our enemies 
(jet more con solalion from our bick- 
ering n the home front.
